LITTLE ROCK fUP)— The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Ccurt said today 
the Citizens Coach Co., of 
Lllll«j 


Rock should pay only $500 in a 
damage cafe arising from, an in- 
cident between a white and Negro 
woman on a bus. 


The court, in a split 4-2 opinion 


by Associate Justice Ed F, Mc- 
Faddin, 
ordered : Pulaski "Circull 


Court lo set aside a $5,000 judg- 
ment against the company grant 
ed 
by a jury 
to Mrs. Freda 


Wright, ;lt instructed the court 
to 


enter a judgment for $500. 


Justices Minor W. Millsee and 


Sam 
Robinson disscngcd. 
They 


said they would have upheld the 
85,000 judgment. Justice 
George 


Rose Smith did not participate. 


Thq majority opinion said the 


court has a number of cases stal- 
ing the duty of a carrier to pro 
tcct a passenger from assault or 
injury by other passengers. It said 
testimony in the case appealed by 
the bus company showed although 
the bus driver saw and heard a 
disturbance, he did nothing to pro- 
tect Mrs. Wright from assault and 
battery at the hands of Dorothy 
Payne, the Negro. 


White Woman Was-,Hit ' 


Testimony

woman hit and beat Mrs. Wright 
when Mrs. Wright asked her lo 
move from a forward seat on the 
bus so lhat a white friend could 
sit next lo her. The incident hap- 
pened Sept, 6, lf)5C, in downtown 
Little Rock.

conclude that xhc evidence was 
sufficient to take the case to the 
jury and support a verdict for 
some amount," the opinion said.
